Bundy’s death leaves many secrets 


SEATTLE — As haunting as he was in life, Ted Bundy is proving even more 
enigmatic in death as homicide investigators and the families of murder 
victims wonder what secrets the serial killer took to the electric chair. 

In the four days before he was put to death Tuesday for the 1978 rape and 
murder of a 12-year-old Florida girl, Bundy confessed to 23 murders in the 
1970s in Utah, Colorado, Idaho and Washington, including some in which he 
vee hat a suspect or that investigators were unable to match to any known 
slayings. 

Across the country, prosecutors and detectives took another look at un- 
solved cases as word spread that investigators talking to Bundy at the Florida 
State Prison believed he may have murdered 100 young women. 

“Even the denials he gave me when I brought up certain cases were just not 
Bundy-type denials,” said Robert Keppel, a Washington state attorney gen- 
eral’s investigator who probed eight so-called “Ted” killings for 15 years. 
Bundy confessed to those slayings and others before his execution. 

Keppel suggested Bundy might be responsible for more than 100 slayings. 

The FBI said last week that it is planning a meeting in February of law 
enforcement agencies that suspect Bundy may be responsible for unsolved 
homicides in their states.

Soviet trucks move out of Afghanistan 


ALONG THE SALANG HIGHWAY, Afghanistan — Afghan troops and 
Moslem guerrillas fought for control of this highway Sunday as the Soviet 
army moved out what may have been the last convoy to leave Afghanistan by 
truck. , 

A convoy of Soviet soldiers driving armored personnel carriers and trucks 
loaded with missile launchers and other equipment cruised through a Soviet 
bunker checkpoint as helicopter gunships hovered nearby, offering cover. 

Two ground-attack jets streaked overhead and then disappeared behind the 
Padang (ae mountains just beyond the hills surrounding the capital of 

ul. 

“This could be the last convoy,” said a Soviet diplomat, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. He refused to elaborate. In Pakistan, Western diplo- 
mats speaking on condition of anonymity said that in the past week an average 
of 18 Soviet transport planes a day had landed and taken off from Kabul 
more than twice the number reported the previous week. 


Senate begins confirmation proceedings 


WASHINGTON — The Senate bores ahead with confirmation proceedings - 


on President Bush’s Cabinet this week, while the political imperative for most 
House members seems to be to stay out of sight and pocket a $45,000 pay raise 
without a vote. 

Little or no major action is expected on the key issue facing Congress — 
reducing the federal deficit — until after President Bush presents his own 
proposals at a joint session of Congress Feb. 9. 

In the meantime, Democratic officials say at least three and perhaps more 
Cabinet appointees will come up for a vote in the Senate this week, and all are 
expected to win easy confirmation. The list includes Robert Mosbacher as 
Commerce Secretary, Carla Hills as trade representative and Samuel Skinner 
to run the Transportation Department. 

Votes also are possible this week on the appointments of Manuel Lujan as 
Interior Secretary and Michael Boskin to head the president’s Council of 
Economic Advisers. The timing is less certain for Defense Secretary-desig- 
nate John Tower, whose hearing will continue before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee on Tuesday. | 


Earthquake shakes Utah, western states 


PROVO — An earthquake rocked Utah and was felt in several other 
western states Sunday night. 

According to Karl Newman of the University of Utah Seisomograph Sta- 
tion, the earthquake was estimated at 5.4 on the Ricther scale at 9:06 p.m. 
Though the epicenter was located 16 miles southeast of Salina in south central 
Utah, the quake was felt as far away as Grand Junction, Colo. and Rock 
Springs, Wyo. 

“The earthquake was felt by people all up and down the Salt Lake Valley, up 
at Vernal — a lot of places,” Newman said. 

_ Walter Arabazs, also of the U of U Seisomograph Station, said the earth- 
quake had triggered the alarm system at the Huntington Power Plant and was 
capable of causing local damage. .

The 5.4 magnitude was recorded by the National Earthquake Information 
Service in Golden, Colo.

Soviet warheads aimed at Cuba in 1962 


MOSCOW — A Cuban official said 270,000 Soviet and Cuban troops were 
ready to go to war with the United States during the Cuban Missile Crisis and 
that 100,000 casualties were expected, a former U.S. official said Sunday. 

A Soviet general also has confirmed for the first time that some of his 
country’s nuclear warheads, capable of striking the United States, were on 
Cuba at the time of the crisis in October 1962. 

The revelations came during a review of the Cuban Missile Crisis at a 
conference over the weekend at a trade union center in southwest Moscow. 

Soviets and Americans have met before to discuss the Soviet deployment of 
nuclear missiles in Cuba and the U.S. response: a blockade of the island and a 
demand for the rockets’ removal. 

But this was the first joint meeting with Cuban officials who guided their 
country through the crisis. :

difficult for them to function,” said | 
Farmer. “But depression makes it 
sometimes difficult to be motivated. 
Their self-worth is very low and they 
have deep emotional problems that 
make it difficult to hold a job.” 

Barbara said she could only blame 
herself for her situation. She was 
taken away from her parents at the 
age of 13 because of sexual and phys- 
ical abuse. She dropped out of school 
in the 10th grade and married at 18. 
She had been determined to become 
a nurse, she said, “but I really messed 
up my life.” 

“First it was just sheer stupidity,” 
William said. He was placed in a fos- 
ter family, at the age of 5, was out on 
his own at 18, and dropped out of 
school three months before gradua- 
tion. Since then things have just gone 
wrong, he said. 

He said he is now out of answers.

Budget cuts place burden on families

Although foster parenting can be 
beneficial for both parent and child, 
there are many difficulties and trials 
for the entire family that may leave 
the parent unsatisfied with the sys- 
tem. 

Foster parenting is described by 
one parent .as a hard job,and one that 
requires a lot of love, understanding 
and perseverance. 

The foster parenting program cre- 
ates in each family a situation filled 
with difficulties for both the child and 
the family the child is placed with. It 
is a program that has its rewards, but 
at the same time it is accompanied 
with a number of drawbacks. 

In recent years, a cut down in the 
state budget has increased those 
drawbacks, and the Utah County 
Foster Parent Association has had to 
face increased discontent and frustra- 
tion among the foster parents. 

The results of the budget cuts are 
increased caseloads for the social 
workers, a decreased supply of foster 
parents and a shortage in the money 
for the child. 

Jenise Johnson, president of the 
UCFPA, said there are about 60 fos- 
ter families in Utah County, but this 
is still not enough. “We have more 
kids than we know what to do with,” 
said Johnson. “I have five right now, 
and I am only supposed to have four. ” 

Bev Evans , a foster parent with 
four children of her own and two fos- 
ter, said she believes the program 
needs more people to become in- 
volved. “I realize it does not sound 
very good to hear us asking for more 
money, but there are rewards,” she 
said. 

According to Evans, the money is a 
problem. “We have lost people be- 
cause they just cannot afford it any 
longer.” 

In a meeting last October, the 
UCFPA tried to interest its state rep- 
resentatives, the newspapers and the 
television stations in its situation. 


The meeting was held to acquire » 


signatures for a petition for more 
money. At this time, foster children 
11 years old and up are given $7.26 
per day for food, clothing and other 
costs. Children under 11 are siven

$6.40 per day. According to the par- 
ents, this is not enough. 

Johnson said she spends between 
$500 to $600 a month on groceries 
alone. She also has to provide cloth- 
ing, food, shelter and personal items 
like toothpaste. According to John- 
son, the UCFPA looked into aremark 
made by one of the social workers and 
found that dogs in the animal shelter 
receive $12 a day. That is more than 
the parents receive per child. 

For Christmas, each child is given 
about $51. This creates more pres- 
sure, said Johnson. “It is up to us to 
make sure these kids have a nice 
Christmas. And we are not even qual- 
ified for a program like Sub-for- 
Santa,” she said. 

Evans has also faced the problem of 
not having enough money. When a 
child first enters a home, the parents 
are given $1638 per child for the basics. 
According to Evans, the same 
amount is given to each child from the 
age of newborn to 17. 

She said, it is impossible to buy the 
same amount of supplies for a baby as 
for a 17-year-old.“The money pays 
for the toothpaste, shampoo, etc., but 
not for the extra things like diapers,” 
Evans said. 

To add to the problem, the Utah 
County foster parents are not allowed 
to be licensed babysitters for state of 
Utah, and because of this, they do not 
qualify to receive food subsidies or 
food coalition. 

“My view is: Okay, do not pay us 
any more money, but at least give us 
food coalition,” Evans said. Christ- 
mas is difficult, especially with the 
older kids. 

Last year she had a 17-year-old boy 
who wanted a ghetto-blaster. He also 
had about nine brothers and sisters. 
Evans said she and her husband gave 
the boy half of the $51 to buy a small 
gift for his family and then they took 
the rest of the money, along with 
some of their own, to get the boy the 
ghetto-blaster. © «> 

“We are told to make the kids part 
of the family, but how can you make 
them part of family when they only 
have two presents under the tree? 
You just cannot do it with that kind of 


money,” she said. 


According to Evans, these kids 
have a difficult enough time without 
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THURSDAY, FEB. 2-An Evening 
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facing the problems of not having 
enough money. 

For Joe Wixom, who has been a 
foster parent for 16 years, Christmas 
gets mixed reviews. “It is more fun, 
but it is a hard time for kids if they 
cannot go home. And sometimes it is 
harder for those who have to go home. 
But mostly, we have fun,” she said. 

As for the money, Wixom said it is 
not an issue with her family. But she 
is appalled that some of the foster 
parents have to scrimp the way they 


0. 

“My feeling is that if foster parents 
did not feel like they were taking 
away from their own children to give 
to the foster children, things would be 
better,” Wixom said. 

Kaye Reynolds, a foster parent for 
13 years, said she feels things would 
be better if more people cared. 

According to Reynolds, the social 
workers are more geared to the par- 
ent’s and guardian’s needs than to the 
kid’s, and they are more concerned 
about keeping the waters smooth by 
doing what needs to be done. 

The problem stems from too large 
of a caseload, according to the par- 
ents. Reynolds said she tried for two 
weeks to get in touch with a case- 
worker after one of her girls had been 
in an accident. “The caseworker did 
not know the girl had been in ICU for 
three days until two weeks after it 
happened,” Reynolds said. 

According to Johnson, many of the 
social workers have caseloads of 30-40 
families. “The social workers are 
great, and they are doing the best 
they can. But there are just not 
enough of them.” 

“The caseworkers are overloaded 
and do not have the time to do things 
properly,” said Evans. Each case- 
worker is required to call or check in 
with the family once a month. Accord- 
ing to Evans, she hasn’t been visited 
until just recently. 

“It is hard to get ahold of a case- 
worker to have questions answered. I 
tried for a week once,” Evans said. 
And according to Reynolds, she does 
not hear from a social worker unless 
she calls or there is a problem. She 
said some do care, but for others, it is 
just a job. Despite all of these prob- 
lems, the parents say there are many 
rewards.

New spectrometer 
delivered to BYU 
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The BYU Chemistry Department 
purchased a $600,000 machine and 
brought it into operation last week. 

The Nuclear Magnetic Resonance 
Spectrometer (NMR) was delivered 
to BYU a year after being ordered, 
according to Noel L. Owen, chem- 
istry professor and supervisor of the 
NMR project. “It took so long be- 
cause the company did not have the 
unit in stock. Then it took another six 
months after delivery to put the ma- 
chine, known as a VXR-500, into op- 
eration. 

“An NMR detects magnetic nuclei 
(hydrogen, fluorine and carbon-13) in
